Cage Siis. 
Enemy's Impetus Broken 
The text of the Italian statement 
follows; 
“On the night of June 17-18 and 
in the course of yesterday the enemy 
did not renew his attack from the 
Asiago 
Plateau 
to the 
Montello. 
Els partial actions were completely 
repulsed ia the Grappa and Montello 
region. 
“We carried out thrusts 
on 
the 
Asiago 
Plateau 
the Allied detach­ 
ments capturing many score of pris­ 
oners and two guns. 
“With unceasing pressure we short­ 
ened the front opened by the enemy 
south of the Biontebeiluno Railway. 
Our artillery with deadly concentra­ 
tion of tire did not give truce to the 
enemy masses 
waiting 
along 
the 
front of the battle or in movement 
in the hack areas. 
“Tuesday morning was calm on the 
Piave River, but in the afternoon the 
battle again broke out furiously. 
“Every yard od ground 
was 
the 
theater of epic struggles, in which 
• our own and Ailed airplanes took 
part, bombarding with 15,000 kilo­ 
grams of bombs and firing tens of 
thousands of machine gun rounds into 
the vulnerable targets offered by the 
enemy troops forced into the narrow 
space on the right bank of the river. 
“The battle is continuing bitterly. 
The enemy, ut order to preserve some 
of the initial advantage gained by 
bim, takes no heed of the immense 
losses which our rifle fire 
and the 
guns of our airmen have been in­ 
flicting in the past five days. 
“Prisoners taken since the begin­ 
ning of the battle amount to 9,011. 
Maay gum and several hundred Aus­ 
trian machine guns remain in our 
hands.

Germany0# Purpose Woe to Obtain 
Submarine Bases on Ireland’s Coast 
•—Documents Disclose Connec­ 
tion Between 8inn Fein 
and Germany. 


London.—Germany’s untiring efforts 
to foment revolution In Ireland with 
tile old of the Shin Fein are laid bare 
In a statem ent from the official press 
bureau, reviewing this phase of the 
Irish pol I ties I situation since the be­ 
ginning of the war. 
After the rebellion of E aster week, 
1910, plans were made for a revolt In 
1917, but this miscarried because of 
America’s entry into the w ar and Ger­

An uprising in Ireland was 
planned for this year ofter the Gor­ 
man offensive in the west had been 
successful and when Great Britain pre­ 
sumably would he stripped of troop#. 
Concerning the recant arrests In Ire­ 
land, the statem ent soys, the facts 
and documents for obvious 
reasons, 
cannot be disclosed at this time, nor 
can the means of communication be­ 
tween Germany and Ireland. 
One pita se of every plan called for 
the establishment of submarine bases 
In Ireland. 
In the present circum­ 
stances, It Is added, no other course 
wa# open to the government “lf use­ 
less bloodshed was to be avoided and 
Its duties to Its allies fulfilled, but to 
Intern the authors und abettors of this 
criminal Intrigue."
